(c) Review the Organisational structure of the Central 
Ciiound Water Board and suggest improvements, 
vii-a-vlx ils functions and responsibilities; 

(dj Suggest the roles to be played by the Central and 
State Ground Water Organisations. 

Para 5 of the Resolution may be read as under : 

5. The Committee would lay down its procedure of 
work which may include discussions or visits to 
Central and State Organisations, academic institu¬ 
tions, etc.
